Qovornor 
Seymour, like a wily politician, do- 
tecto i the position in which our pco* 
pie, by thoir endorsement of tho Un- 
conditional Union rosolulions, hud 
placed themselves, and imraudiatoly 
turned that position to useful account 
in obtaining a Union that would bo 
acceptable only to tho pcoplo whom 
he ropresotitod. Ilud Mr Seymour 
not rosorled to misrepresentation to 
further this end, tburo could bo no 
otjoction urged to his doing tho best he 
know how for New Westminster. A 
manly, straightforward courao on tho 
part of Mr Seymour, would have won 
tho admiration of aany ol his one- 
mios; and it is to bo regretted that ho 
purged a lino of policy totally at 
varianco with what wo hud a right to 
expect. Well, tho damage, bo it groat 
or email, it would appear, has boon 
done, and wo havo reason to believe 
that tho Colonies of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia . have boon 
united with New Westminster as the 
capital and Victoria as a dutiable 
port. A few pooplo in the community 
think that Union on tho torms of tho 
Bill, will benefit us; but a largo ma* 
jority aro of opinion that Mr Soy- 
mour has us completely in bis power, 
and that ho will uso his power to our 
detriment. Thero can bo no ques- 
tion — after reading Mr Soymour's 
despatohos — that ho has entertained a 
deep prejudice pgainf-t this Colony 
and its people. The cause of 
this feeling we aro at a loss 
to account for, but that it oxistod at 
the timo the despatches wero penned, 
and that it was brought to bear in ac- 
complishing an unconditional surren- 
der of our rights, is undoniablo. It 
is a knowledge of tho existence ol 
this feeling that has aroused a spirit 
of indignation and hostility in this 
Colony that vvill require moro than 
one act of conciliation on tho part of 
the new government to allay. The 
probable appointment of Mr Young as 
Coloniul Secretary is hailod with sa.ir* 
faction; but thus far it is the only 
greon spot in tho desert that Union 
has oponed before us. It shows a de- 
Biro on tho part ot the Home Govern- 
ment to alone for its act of handing 
ua over unconditionally to our enemies 
and thero is slight groun I — and it is 
very slight — for indulging in the hope 
that ail isnotlont. All at present in 
conjucturo ; but a very brief space of 
timo will elapse before tho best and 
the worst will bo known ; and under 
any circumstances, wo counsol modera- 
tion on the part of our pcoplo — espi* 
cially towards Mr Seymour when he 
lands hero. A demonstration of a 
hostile charao'er would bo as discredi- 
table as it might prove damaging to 
the Colony. If Mr Seymour has for- 
gotten his duty as a representative of 
tho Imperial Government, lot us not 
forgot the duty wo owo as Britons 
to ourselves, and adopt a lino of policy 
that would render dillicult any atlompt 
at conciliation at some future timo 
Wo wish to seo no reception — no 
demonstration- -good, bud or in- 
different. Let us wait, and see 
what Providonco and Mr Seymour 
bavo in store for us boforo holding 
any communication with our now 
ruler, whoso •' bark " may really bo 
much '-worso than his bito." If we 
aro to adopt a policy of open and 
avowed hostility to Govornor Soy- 
mour.it will bo high time to do so 
when his public acts as Governor ol 
tho United Colonies stamp him as the 
enemy to Vancouver Island that his 
late despatches lead us to supposo him. 

Shocking —Mrs Connor, a luily ol Belfaat, 
Ireland, waa shot dead acci*den<aliv a few 
mornings since, by her son, a la J of thirteen, 
while at breaklast at Newtownbreda. The 
boy took down o gun which was in the room, 
and playlully pointed it at his mother, not 
beinR aware that it was loaded, and Biiid, 
"Mother, how would you like I would Bhoot 
you?" when it went ofT, and the charge 
passed through her head, When tha boy 
«aw what had occurred, he instantly ran 
dowB tho Blairs, crying out, "I havo shot my 
molhor; hIic is yet living; come up and try to 
cava her." Tho boy was tho unfortunate 
lady'd- only child.

Europe. 

Liverpool, Sept. 12 — Cunard stoamerB 
Europa and Tarila sailed this afternoon for 
Quebec direct, with a regiment of Hussars 
for Conoda. 

London, Sept. 12th— Evening -Tho St 
Leg or raco was won by favorite Lord Lyons, 
Seven Oaks being second, and Knight of the 
Crescent third. 

Paris, Sept. 13th — The Moniteur of to-day 
publishes a convention which was signed in 
the City of Mexico July 30th, by which 
Maximilian transfers to tho French agents 
one-half of tho receipts from tho Customs 
ihroughout the Empire, for tho purpose of 
pnying the debts of Mexico to France. The 
Convention goes into operation October first. 

Berlin, Sept. 13th— The Prussian Chamber 
of Deputies bus voted an electoral law, and 
parliament for Saxony. Negotiations botweon 
Piussia and Saxouy progress slowly. It is 
»aid the King of Prussia demands of the 
King the oath of allegiance to himeell, the 
payment of ten million thalera, and the right 
10 garrison tho lortress of Konigsberg and 
eitios ol Dresden and Leipsio with Prussian 
troops. 

Liverpool, Sopt. 14th — The Arago, from 
New York, arrivod this morning, and aftor 
landing her London and Liverpool passen- 
gers proceeded to Havre. 

Paris, 14— In an artiolo published in to- 
day's Moniteur, it is stated that Maximilian 
has Darned Gen. Osgood os Minister of War 
o( the Empiie of Mexico to reside in Mexico, 
his military „duiy lo his own country being 
incompatible witli the proper discharge ol 
tho duties of tho new position thus oQeied him. 
The Emperor, Napoleon, has refused to graut 
the necessary authorities to Gen. Osgood to 
accept iho appointment, 

Florence, Sept. 14th— It is announced thai 
'he plenipotentiaries of Austria and Italy 
havo agreed on all poinis but the amount of 
iud8mDity, and tbey will soon arrive at a 
satisfactory adjustment ou this score, when 
the treaty of peace will be officially Bigned 
by tha high contracting parties and pro- 
claimed through the two countries. 

Iierlin, Sept. 14th — Some doubt hating 
been expressed of tho passage of a Hill au- 
thorizing the King to make a loan for tho 
liquidation of the late war expenses, it wus 
announced on what is considered good au- 
thority, that should the bill bo rejected the 
Chamber of Deputies will bo disaolved by 
royal decree. 

London, Sept. 14 — Noon — Tho money 
market is unaltered. Consols opened at 
SO^B' f° r money. Market for American se* 
curities is firmer.

your Island men come and run these enemies 
I of Ihe Colony from among us. We have men 
' here who are equally able to act as M. L. 
Cb, but they prefer staying at borne to maid 
money, ruther than climbing up among the 
piclure?. 

ilia honor Judge Begbie, held Court here 
on the 1st inst. No cases worthy of coin 
meat: An Indian only figured in tho crimi 
toil calendar for hor.-e slealing, and was sen- 
tenced lo 18 months, and another for a simi- 
lar offence, got clear. 

Crops ure nearly all harvested, and are 
more Ihun on average yield. At a rough es- 
timate we have 700.000 pounds of grain. 

Small diggings are being worked around 
here by men whom the fame ol Cariboo 
cunrwt allure, and generally we are more 
pros perous ihan any poriion of the Colony, 
-aid Cariboo not excepted. The Douglas 
pottage can truthfully boast of a claim worth 
ten dollars per day to the hand ; at present 
only one claim is being worked. There has 
been a little prospecting in the vicini'y wilh 
a pan. which is no way ol testing, as Ihuy go 
down to the r Vor, which is a dushing current, 
and it lakes a man wilh all bis wils about 
him to keep track only of bis pan and his 
hoots.

Cedar Creek 

Wo have been permitted to make the 
following extracts from a letter received 
from a miner who has visited the diggings 
on this creek. 

Bakkkrvillk, August 3 1th 1866. 

Friend J 1 lake my pen in hand lo 

write you a few lilies about t,Uedar Creole, 1 
left on the 29th and got here on Iho 30th, al 
noon, Wo are in difficulty with jumpers, for 
they have jumped us three deep. They ure 
trying to contend thai you could not take up 
ground, for men that were not in Ihe couniry 
so ihey have jumped VVil ium Oalloy's and 
Herberts intrest. I bow the gold Commiss- 
ioner lo day, and he told mo that ho did nol 
care wether a rituu was in Victoria or San 
Francisco, as long as he was u Irou miner he 
would protect his interest in tho country ; so 
he give me a notice to notify the jumpers to 
uive up tho ground, and if Ihey wore caught 
tresspassing that be would prosecute them 
according lo law. Tho Aurora co'y had 900 
feet jumped una iho Boreal is co'y 1200 feet ; 
They had so much bother, with jumpers that 
iheGoldComroissioner cancealed hie first order 
and notified the companies that all the 
claims not represented within three days 
could bo jumped, so tho Aurora co'y got 
enough of men to represent 1300 feet; hul 
could not get another mun on the creolc, for 
the jumpers would not go to work, and tried 
to get the other men there not to go to work, 
so ihey could get the ground that was laid 
over. They sent to VVilliams Greek for men, 
but the men thut were sent fur did not get 
thero in time, bo tho boys lost somo of there 
ground, but they got enough to represent all 
they cared most lur, and the jumpers did not 
gi t much alter all, Tho Boreulis boys on 
tho morning of representing thoir claim clean- 
ed out ihe jumpers, then their sluices and tools 
inlo the creek, and rnudo it so hot for them 
that they went to the Judge, to try to get 
law, for violence but could not get It. I 
think that there will not bo much more 
bother, but the Discovery claim is to stand 
the laying over iho same as when you left, 
but we put two men to work lor you. The 
olaim ban paid us an ounce u day Bincc wo 
Started to wotk in the creek; but wo think 
it will pay us bettor now as wo aro getting 
n well opened and have tools to work it.

The War iu South America. 

A letter to tho Now York Times 
dated J3uonos Ayrcs, Juno 12th, gives 
further particulars of the great battlo 
botwoon tho Allies and Paraguayans, 
on tho 24th of May. It says : 

On tho2lstand 22d thore was hoavy 
skirmishing. Tho armios woro loss 
than two miloR apart, and tho Allies 
noaresttho river Parana wero distant 
from Fort Irapiri about eight milos. 
Thoy lay between two crooks, one of 
which Borvod with its marshy bordor. 
for a front fortification lor tho Para- 
guayans. 

On the 24th orders woro issuod to 
tho Allioa to proparo arms and food 
for two days' absence from camp and 
tho cooking was intortuptod at 11 a, 
m. by a general attack of tho wholo 
lorco of tho onomy, numboring 20,000 
mon, in threo divisions. 

Gon. Orono (Brazilian) was in com- 
mand of tho right wing and ho infusod 
his own heroic spirit into his troops. 
Gen. Flores (Oriental) also distin- 
guished himself loading tho contro 
column. Tho Argontinos, under Gen. 
Pannoro, in tho loft column, did 
equally well. 

Tho Paraguayans carried thoni- 
selvos with tho utmost bravery. The 
cavalry cavno up at a deliberate trot 
and cut their way through tho infan- 
try tight along up to tho cannon's 
mouth, and cut down tho artillorymon 
at thoir guns. Thoy thon wont and 
sacked the alliod camp, and in opon 
day and during a raging battlo carried 
off tho plundor. Tho battlo lasted till 
dark, when both parties retired to the 
fortifications, leaving a heavy loss 
upon tho field. 

Tho Paraguayans left 1Q00 killed 
and wounded, 370 prisoners, 4 guns, 
and largo numbers of swords, muskets, 
carbines, sabres, axes, etc. Tho Allies 
left 3347 killed and wounded, of whom 
thoro woro in all more than 200 ofh- 
cors. 

Tho hostility botwoon tho comba- 
tants is the hostility ot races. It is 
relentless and intense. Nearly all tho 
Paraguayan army has in its members 
a lingo of Indian blood. For tho first 
100 yoars aftor tho settlement of that 
region by tho Spaniards, thoro was 
not ono Spanish woman who went to 
tho colony. Tho tribo chiefly invaded 
was tho Guarini, and to-day thoro Is 
much more of Guarini sptkeu in Pa 
ruguay than thoro is of Spanish. 

Queen Emma's Reception at Wash- 
ington! 

Her Majesty tho Quoon of tho Sand 
wich Islands has chosen a very in. 
auspicious season for visiting tho 
capital. Washington is, perhaps, tho 
dullest placo in tho Union just at this 
timo. Everybody has gone to Phila 
dolphin, of course. On yestorday the 
Quoon and suilo visited tho Patent 
Ollico and Smithsonian Instituto and 
appeared much interested, exprossing 
rogrcts at not having timo to remain 
longer. During tho day thcQueon re- 
ceived calls from .Mrs Secretary Welles. 
.McCulloch and Patterson and other 
ladies ofihefMeof Washington society 
who havo not yet taken thoir depart- 
ure In the ovonint:, by appointment, 
the Queen paid her respects to tho 
President. Tho President addressed 
her as Queen HI ram a, and said he would 
now do in person what tho Secretary 
of State had already done — extend to 
hor Majesty a cordial volcomoto the 
capital of a nation of 30,000,000 of poo* 
plo. " If," said the President, "I woro 
disposed to bo factious, 1 should say 
that in this country all men aro kings 
and all women uro queens. Our 
rulers dorivo their power from the 
peoplo, and consequently all aro royal. 
Therefore, when you addross any man 
or woman in this county, you talk to 
royalty — to a king or queen." In con- 
elusion, the President heartily welcom- 
ed his guost. Tho Q een smilod and 
responded, "Thank you," when Mi 
Johnson introduced her to Mrs PuU 
terson. The visit lasted about half an hour. 
Mr Stansberry, ollioiuting a» Secretary ol 
Slate, led the Queen to her curriagc allei the 
usual ceremonies ol adieu, her suite follow- 
ing. This occasion is ono to be remembered. 
The homogeneous character ol the attendance 
was a potent lemiuder that this is a Iroc gov- 
ernment. Tne national Hag of Queen Emma 
has been Hosting from the bVgstafi of Wil- 
laitl's since her arrival. . Tho Queen Iris ex- 
pressed a desire lo visit Mount Vernon and 
the fortifications about Washington.— Wash' 
ington paper. 

The New Miniotby. — Wo wero wrong in 
supposing last week that Mr Henley would 
bo Chancellor of tho f)uchy of Lancaster. 
That office is accepted by the Earl of 
Devon. Mr Brewster is made Lord Chan- 
cellor of Ireland, a good and popular ap- 
pointment, which is, however, a disappoint- 
ment to Mr Whiteside, who only gets the 
Chief Jusiiceship vacated by Chief Justicu 
Lefroy. The new Vice-President of the 
Board of Trade is Mr S Cuve, of West In- 
dian connections; Ihe Vice President of the 
Council of Education, Mr (,'orry; Mr Li W 
Hunt, the leader of the cattle owners' pha- 
lanx, is the new Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury; Lord Belmore is Under Secretary 
for thu Home Department; jVlr Adderloy lor 
the Colonics; Mr E Egerton for Foreign 
Affairs; Lord Longford for War; and Sir J 
Fergusson for India; eo that both Secroluiy 
and Under Secrotary for Foreign Affairs and 
for India are iu the House of Commons, As 
regards Foreign Aflnirs.tbe Primo Minister ol 
courso being himeell in tho House of Lords, 
thoro will bo no difficulty. Lord Henry 
Lennox is tho new Secretary to tho Admi- 
ralty. — Spectator. 

— A correspondent of 
the Rural kcjisler stales that Mr John 
Barnes, of Baltimore, removed a troublesome 
slump from neur his house in the following 
mauncr : "LaBt fall, with tin inch auger, ho 
bored a hole in tho centre of tho stump, ten 
inches deep, and into it put half a pound of 
oil ol vitriol, und corked tho hole up tight.

30 rotten that thoy were tusily eradicated.

VERANDAH TOSTS 

On motion ot Mr Lowis, it was 
agrood that Mr D. Edwards bo sum- 
moned boloro tho Mayor, lor contra* 
veuing tho by-law by constructing a 
verandah at the corner ot Yates and 
Douglas streets without obtaining 
leave ot tho Council. 

Au application from Mr Cassa- 
mayou, lo rcmovo aido walk on Wharf 
struct, was granted, subject to tho ap- 
proval of the Committee on streets. 

MUNICIPAL REVENUE. 

Mr Lowis said ho should liko tho 
Mayor to enquire ot tho Council what 
it proposed doing in respect to raising 
a revenue under the by-law of 18G3 
assented Lo by the people. He should 
not like to go" to the lull length of that 
by-law and to onforco tho whole sys- 
tem of taxation in those dull timofl; 
but, although one portion ol tho by- 
lay had been upset by tho former 
Chief Justico, tho whole powers had 
not b')on called in question, and it was 
tho opinion of tho present Chief Jus- 
tico and the Governor that tho Coun- 
cil had tho power to raiso a revenue 
if they chose to onforco it, and us tho 
Council might bo required to maintain 
tho Pivo DopurtineiH, and would havo 
to pay for light, luel, &c, ho thought 
somo taxes might properly bo levied 
to meot current expenses. 

Tho M. yor said a uotico of motion 
■was required. 

Mcbsi-s Gowon and Uebbard thought 
tho powers ol tho Council should bo 
tosted and a reveuuo to moot current 
oxponsos raised. 

On motion of Mr llebbard it waB 
agreed that the propriety ol enforcing 
the whole or o portion of tho by-law 
bo discussed at tho next meeting of 
tho Council. 

Council adjourned till Monday 
evening next at 7 o'clock, unless pre- 
viously convened by tho Mayor. 

Assault on tub LIiou Seas.— John Mac- 
kay an able seaman on board the ship Roy- 
al Tar, was charged yesturduy in the Police 
'Court, with assaulting Capt. Mark on tho 
high seas. The complainant stated that on 
the 27th August the accused while cleaning 
the decks lilted a holy slono and threatened 
to strike hiui when he seized the accused's 
arm. The accused was put in irons and 
subsequently released upon the promise that 
he would behave. Ou arrival in the Roads 
the accused hoisted a shirt up aloft as a 
signal thut he wished to join the Nuvy. The 
Captain with a pisiol in his hand ordered 
the signal lo be removed^ aud told the man 
that ho might join the Js'avy when the ship 
got in; the mail was unruly and tried to 
breed discontent among the crew, the com- 
plainant thereupon had him again confined. 
Mr Bishop who appeared for the accused 
said ho had cross charges to mako against 
the Captain ; it was linally arranged that 
tbo accused should be paid off aud allowed 
to join the Nuvy, and he was remanded for 
one day to allow the arrangement tube car- 
ried out. 

" Green Eyed Monster.'' — Charley, a 
Hydah, wus brought before Mr Pembertnn 
yesterday, charged with breaking tho win* 
dows of John Anthony, and also with dis- 
charging a loaded gun at another Indian 
named Charley. It .appeared that tho ac- 
cused, who was labouring under the exciter 
ment of Btrong drink, on discovering the 
othor Charley in the society of a favorite 
nymph, discharged a loaded musket at the 
gay Lolhurio, which, fortunately for all par- 
ties, exploded without inflicting any bodily 
harm. The weapon was exhibited in Court 
with tho bun ol at right angles looking like 
the Irishman's gun, constructed to shoot 
round tho corner. Tho offender was ordered 
to pay s?20, or suffer two months incarcera- 
tion. 

Temperance Lecture — Tho Rev. A. C. 
SlcDougall, who is muking a tour of the 
Coast in the good causo of tompernnoo, will 
deliver a frco lecture this evening at 8 
o'clock, in the basomcnt of tho Wesleyan 
Methodist Church.
